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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Action Summary 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/10/2009 
has been entered. 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/10/2009 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance. The submission is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is 
being considered by the examiner. 

Receipt of the remarks and amendments filed on 09/25/2009 is acknowledged. 
The amendments to the claims have been entered. After the examiner's amendment 
below claims 27 and 32-41 are now in condition for allowance. Claims 27, 32-37 and 
40-41 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 38 and 39, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. 
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Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 11/12/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim
